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Tennessee  Baptists  Vote 
To  Unload  Belmont,  Plaza

NASHVILLE,  Benn  (BP)  -  Ten- 
neasM  Baptists  voted  April  Sto  unload 
Belmoat  Plaza,  a  financially  troubled 
high  rise  for  senior  adults. 

In  the  first  specially  called  session  of 
the  Tennessee  Baptist  Convention  in 
IM  years,  messengers  overwhelm¬ 
ingly  adopted  the  seven-part  recom¬ 
mendation  of  a  special  study  commit¬ 
tee  to  sell  or  tranrfri*  ownership  of  the 
IZSHinit  building  as  soon  as  po^ble. 

They  also  instructed  the  Tennessee 
Baptist  Service  Corporation,  an 
agency  of  the  state  convention  which 
built  Mmont  Plaza,  to  continue  its  re- 
'sponsibllity  for  the  maintenance  and 
security  of  the  facility. 

A  committee  appointed  by  W.  Prpd 
Kendall  II,  presid^  of  the  state  con¬ 
vention,  will  negotiate  terms  of  the 
sale  or  transfer  and  the  state  executive 
board  will  pay  all  expenses  incurred  in 
the  disposition.  Trustees  of  the  service 
corporation  were  instructed  to  execute 
all  necessary  documents  for  sale  or 
transfer  upon  request  of  the  ^nunit- 
tee. 

Messengers  rejected  the  option  of 


pumping  more  money  into  the  facility , 
to  keep  it  under  control  of  the  conven¬ 
tion.  The  Tennessee  Baptist  Service 
Corporation  had  asked  the  convention 
to  increase  its  debt  ceiling  from  $5 
million  to  M.S  million  and  to  designate 
1100,000  per  year  to  the  corporation 
from  the  sUte  Cooperative  Program 
budget. 

The  possibility  —raised  from  the 
floor  of  the  convention  —  of  keeping 
Brimont  Plaza  as  a  renUl  apartment 
building  was  rejected. 

Belmont  Plaza  has  been  in  trouble 
since  November  1978  when  it  was  dis¬ 
covered  that  excess  funds  from  a  bond 
sale  could  be  used  only  for  constnic- 
tion  and  not  for  operating  expenses  as 
originally  intended.  So  when  the  fecil- 
ity  was  completed  Feb.  1,  it  couk)  not 
open. 

Tennessee  State  securities  laws 
allow  the  interest  collected  on  the  bond 
amount  to  be  used  for  operating  ex¬ 
penses,  but  the  Belmont  Pikza  bonds 
were  sold  as  high  risk  and  written  to 
require  the  interest,  which  amounted 
to  $457,000,  to  be  placed  in  reserve  — 
unreachable  for  operating  expenses.

William  H.  Coles  Jr.,  Nashviue 
banker  and  chairman  of  the  study 
committee  that  brought  the  recom¬ 
mendation,  tried  to  explain  to  the  l,4oo 
messengers  what  went  wrong.  He  told 
them  the  Tennessee  Baptist  Service 
Corporation  was  asked  to  do  m  impos¬ 
sible  job  without  tM  resources  or  col¬ 
lateral;  that  noiv«xpert  people  were 
dealing  with  very  technical  financial 
and  construction  problems;  and  that 
the  project’s  legal  documents,  bond 
indentures  and  prospectus  were  not  in 
agreement. 

Those  instruments  were  apparently 
not  in  agreement  because  the  Tennes¬ 
see  Baptist  Service  C<Mporation’s  di¬ 
rectors  did  not  seek  adequate  legal 
counsel  for  their  protection. 

The  committee’s  seven-point  re¬ 
commendation  was  amended  to  in¬ 
clude  an  eighth  point  —  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  to  dispose  of  Belmont  Plaza  try 
to  maintain,  if  possible,  a  relationship 
between  the  facility  and  the  Tennessee 
Baptist  Convention.  ’That  move  was 
seen  as  an  attempt  to  give  Belmont 
College,  a  Southern  Baptist  school 
whose  land  borders  Belmont  Plaza,  a 
eood  opporturAty  to  somehow  utilize 
the  facility,  '■ 

One  of  the  optibns  which  was  to  have 
been  presented' to  Ihe  special  conven¬ 
tion  would  havetrled  to  shift  control  of 
the  building  to  Belmont  College.  But 
college  president  Herbert  C.  Gabhart 
withdrew  the  dption  just  prior  to  the 
convention’s  Convening. 

A  significant  point  in  the  recom¬ 
mendation  says  that  any  gain  or  loss 
realized  from  the  Sale  or  transfer  of 
Belmont  PlazS  will  be  a  gain  or  loss  of 
the  state  convention.  The  convention 
thus  assumed  complete  liability  with 
the  understanding  that  no  bond  holder 
will  lose  on  hid  investment. 

Earlier  reports  maintained  the  ser¬ 
vice  corporation  was  a  separate  entity 
from  the  state  Baptist  convention. 

Wade  Darby,  executive  director  of 
the  Tennessee  Baptist  Sei^ype  Corpo¬ 
ration,  told  the  messengers,  “I  want  to 
do  th^Tvery  best  I  know  and  the  very 
best  I  can  to  sell  Tennessee  Baptists  on 
the  idea  of  a  loving,  effective, 
business-Hke,  Christian  ministry  to 
the  elderly  .  ”  Darby  became  executive 
director  of  the  corporation  Jan.  1, 1978, 
after  the  Belmont  project  was  under¬ 
way.  The  corporation  also  operates  a 
nursing  home  in  Lenoir  City,  Tenn.

I  happen  to 
be  a  Baptist.  I  believe  that  tte  subject 
of  prayer  in  school  ought  to  be  decided 
between  a  person,  individually  and 
privately,  and  God.  And  tte  Supreme 
Court  has  ruled  on  this  issue,  and  I  per¬ 
sonally  don’t  think  that  tte  Congress 
ought  to  pass  any  legislation  requiring 
or  permitting  prayer  ...  in  school.”

Helms  Wins,  Loses 

Arabic  Broadcasting  Gets  Senate  Prayer  VoteS 
Record  Response,  Expands 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (BP)  —  The 
Arabic  Project,  a  Southern  Baptist 
plan  to  reach  the  entire  Arab  world 
with  Ouistian  radio  broadcasts,  had  a 
record  100  responses  in  one  month  re¬ 
cently  and  plans  to  expand  program¬ 
ming. 

William  T.  (Pete)  Dunn,  Southern 
Baptist  missionary  director,  said  the 
ministry  received  100  letters  from  IS  4 
different  nations  in  one  month  —  more 
than  ever  before  in  the  same  period  of 
time. 

“The  numbers  may  not  be  large,  but 
in  these  hot  and  dry  lands  it  is  like  a 
breath  of  fresh  air  on  a  cool  morning,’’ 
Dunn  said. 

Dunn  also  announced  the  ministry’s 
plans  to  expand  into  another  language, 
Berber.  Berber  is  the  language  of 
more  than  15  million  people  living  in 
Morocco,  Algeria  and  parts  of  Tunisia. 
The  Arabic  Project  is  already  receiv¬ 
ing  some  response  from  Umm  coun¬ 
tries. 

The  Berber  people  live  in  villages  or 
as  nomads  in  the  Sahara  Desert  region 
of  north  Africa.  A  Berber  Christian 
graduate  of  the  Arab  Baptist  Theolog¬ 
ical  Seminary  in  Beirut  wrote  the 
series  of  programs  and  will  voice  them 
from  Trans  World  Radio’s  1.2 
millio:'  -att  station  in  Monte  Carlo, 
Monaco. 

The  Berber  programs  are  part  of  a 
total  project  desigried  to  cover  “every 
Arabk<apeaking  country  with  the  good 
news  of  (jod’s  love  for  all  mankind,’’ 
Dunn  said. 

One  of  the  goals  of  the  project  is  to 
bring  together  interested  Arabs  for 
Bible  study  and  worship.  In  1S7B,  seven 
such  groups  in  three/countries  were 


establiabed  with  more  than  100  young 
men  meeting  together  weekly.  An 
evangelist  from  the  Baptist  center  in 
Beirut  recently  revisited  a  group  of  22 
young  men  who  have  been  meeting  for 
almost  a  year  in  a  neighboring  coun¬ 
try.  He  found  them  studying  the  scrip¬ 
tures  and  meeting  togeth^  twice  a 
week  for  prayer. 

The  group’s  leader  told  of  its  visita¬ 
tion  program,  in  which  nine  teams  of 
two  men  go  into  surrounding  villages 
while  the  remainder  stay  at  someone’s 
home  to  pray  for  them. 

Occasional  visits  from  the 
evangelist,  their  Bibles  and  the  radio 
programs  are  usually  the  only  re¬ 
sources  these  small  groups  have  for 
establishing  their  congregations. 
Some  material  is  sent  in  response  to 
requests  initiated  through  the  broad¬ 
casts,  but  no  missionary  work  is  al¬ 
lowed  in  many  Muslim  countries.

That  concern  was 
givm  expression  and  priority  at  the 
lS74Hnteniptional  Congress  on  World 
Evangelization  which  was  held  in 
Lausanne,  Switzerland.  The  Lausanne 
covenant,  adopted  at  the  conclusion  of 
that  gathering,  stated:  “All  of  us  are 
shocked  by  the  poverty  of  millions  and 
disturbed  by  the  injustices  which 
cause  it.  Those  of  us  who  live  in 
affluent  circumstances  accept  our 
duty  to  develop  a  simple  life-style  in 
order  to  contribute  generously  to  both 
relief  and  evangelism.’’

WASHINGTON  (BP)  -  Conserva¬ 
tive  U.  S.  Sen.  Jesse  Helms,  R-N.C., 
won  a  tainted  victory  when  his  effort  to 
remove  “voluntary’’  school  praytr 
from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  federsl 
courts  woo  one  vote,  then  lost  another 
more  important  test  in  Senate  action 
April  9.  , 

Helms,  a  Southern  Baptist  who  has 
for  years  opposed  the  position  triien  i>y 
many  leaders  in  his  denomination  on 
the  exfrfoaive  subject  of  prayer  in  the 
public  schools,  fint  saw  his  amend¬ 
ment  attached  to  a  bill  ref  Ining  coiain 
jurisdictional  questions  for  the  U.S. 
Suprone  (]ourt.  But  then  he  watriwd 
as  Senate  leaders  stripped  tbe 
amendment  from  a  measure  which 
would  create  a  new  Department  of 
Education. 

The  Senate  leadership,  keyed  by 
Majority  Leadtf  Robert  C.  Byrd,  D-W 
Va.,  devised  the  strategy  after  Helms’ 
amendment*  surprisingly  was  at¬ 
tached  to  the  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion’s  bill  on  April  5.  The  leadership 
opposed  that  actioiFtbr  fear  that  it 
would  scuttle  the  measure.  If  enacted, 
the  hill  would  take  education  out  of  the 
,  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
'  Wedfare  (HEW)  and  set  iq>  a  separate 
cablnet-levri  Department  for  Educa- 
^on  alone. 

Byrd’s  strategy  worked  to  perfec¬ 
tion.  After  introducing  the  Helms  lan¬ 
guage  as  an  amendi^t  to  the  Sup¬ 
reme  CkMirt  bill,  Byrd  proceeded  to 
vote  for  the  Helms  proposal,  which 
passed  51-40.  Immediatdy  after  that 
vote,  however,  Byrd  moved  to  strip  the 
Helms  language  from  the  Department 
of  Education  bill,  succeeding  in  a  53-40 
roll  call  vote. 

During  debate  on  the  latter  move, 
Hrims  argued  that  his  proposal  would 
be  “effecUvely  kiUed  ”  if  left  attac^

only  to  the  Supreme  Court  measure. 
He  said  that  the  chairman  of  the  House 
Judiciary  Omunittee,  U.  S.  R<^.  Petm* 
W.  Rodino  Jr.,  D-N.  J.,  whose  commit¬ 
tee  will  have  jurisdiction  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  has  reportedly 
expressed  opposition  to  the  Supreme 
CkNirt  bill. 

Rodino  is  also  opposed  to  Helms’  ef¬ 
forts  to  circumvent  the  Supreme 
Oxurt’s  1962  and  1963  decisions  declar¬ 
ing  unconstitutional  government- 
sponsored  prayer  in  the  schools. 

During  the  five-and-one-half-hour 
debate,  Hrims  declared  that  the  cur¬ 
rent  “trouble’’  ia  the  public  schools 
“parallels  almost  precMy’’  the  1962 
arid  1963  decisions  of  the  high  court. 

He  repeatedly  challenged  his  Senate 
colleagues  to  rise  and  cite  one  child 
who  has  been  harmed  by  vriuntary 
prayer  in  the  schools.  “I  just  don’t  un¬ 
derstand’’  (^position  to  letting  “little 
school  children’’  have  the  “right  of 
vriuntary  prayer,’’  be  said. 

Helms  pledged  to  seek  to  attach  his 
proposal  to  every  1^  that  comes  be¬ 
fore  the  Senate  until  both  houses  of 
Congress  are  forced  to  consider  it.

Before  the  days  of  the  two  platoon  system  and  free  substitutioa,  a  familiar 
scene  on  Friday  night  was  the  football  player  ndio  jumped  up  from  the  bench,  ran 

onto  the  playing  fidd  with  hand  in  the  air  and  reported  to  the  official  that  he  was 

substituting  for  anothtf  playri*. 

Jesus  is  our  substitute.  All  that  happened  to  him  at  Calvary 
was  for  us  as  he  took  our  jriace.  As  we  considw  his  substitution 

on  that  day  we  note: 

,  I.  ’The  Sinner,  Barabbas.  He  was  a  revolutionary  against 
Rome.  He  may  have  been  a  part  of  that  doak  and  dagger 
operation  callM  the  Sicarri  who,  because  of  thdr  hatred  for 

I  the  Romans,  used  their  daggers  in  the  crowd.  Ifc  was  on  death 

row, 

II.  The  Sinless  Substitute,  Jesus.  Neither  Pilate  nor  Herod 
Webb  Antipas  found  him  guilty.  .Mate’s,  “What  shall  I  do  with 
Jesus?’’,  may  have  been  asked  in  hope  that  they^^ould  release  Jesus  because  of 
his  popularity  with  the  crowds.  Hus  is  the  “inescimable  question  about  the 
unavoidable  (Christ.”  Their  response  was  “(frudfy  Him.’’  What  is  your  re¬ 
sponse? 

III.  A  Suggested  Comparison.  Origen  tells  of  a  manuscript  of  Matthew  in  which 
Barabbas  is  called  Jesus  Barabbas.  Barabbas  means  son  of  his  father .  Jesus  was 
Son  of  his  Father. 

One  was  a  spiritual  Messiah  —  one  was  a  political  messiah. , 

One  offered  salvation  from  sin — ode  offer^  salvation  from  Roman  bondage. 

One  offered  to  save  by  shedding  his  blood  —  one  offered  to  save  by  riiedding 
their  blood. 

Jesus  refused  to  be  the  kind  ot  Messiah  the  other  proposed  to  be. 

IV.  A  CkMiscious  (Jhrice.  The  people  chose  Barabbas  on  the  advice  of  the  priests 
who  were  successful  rabble  rousers.  They  condonned  Jesus  for  political  ambi¬ 
tion  and  recommended  Barabbas  to  the  crowd  for  the  same  reason.  He  looked 
like  a  better  hope  than  Jesus.  So  the  crowd  cried,  “Oucify  Him!”  Beware  Srhen 
the  vrice  box  becomes  a  substitute  for  the  brain. 

(Conclusion :  They  scourged  him  and  led  him  out  to  crucify  Him.  And  it  was  all 
done  because  he  was  a  willing  substitute  —  not  only  for  Barabbas  but  for  you. 

Christian  Literature 
Interest  Up  After  Turmoil 


MANAGUA,  Nicaragua  —  The  re¬ 
sults  of  turmoil  in  a  country  are  not 
always  negative.  The  Baptist  Book 
Store  ministry  in  Nicaragua  has  ex¬ 
perienced  heightened  interest  in 
Christian  literature  since  recent  un¬ 
rest  in  that  Middle  Am«ican  country.  ■ 
'  Mhich  of  the  Nicaraguan  economy 
encountered  a  drastic  setback  due  to  a 
general  strike  and  prolonged  political 
crisis  folloini^  an  arm^  insurrec¬ 
tion,  but  the  Baptist  CXilture  (^ter, 
Managua,  saw  an  increased  demand 
for  Bibles,  hynuials,  (Christian  books, 
evangelistic  literature  and  Bible  study 
materials. 

Southern  Baptist  missionaries  in- 
.volved  in  literature  ministries  feel  the 
heightened  interest  in  (Thristian  litera¬ 
ture  “is  due  to,  rather  than  in  spite  of,” 
the  recent  political  upheaval,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Stanley  D.  Stamps,  Mississip- 
pian,  and  Southern  Baptist  missionary 
director  of  literature  ministries  in 
Nicaragua. 


Rowever,  Stamps  is  quick  to  add 
that  other  factors  contributed  to  the 
increased  interest  in  Christian  litera¬ 
ture,  including  a  growing  number  of 
decisions  for  Christ  in  evangelical 
churches.  These  new  decisions 
“create  a  demand  for  more  doctrinal 
materials  for  instructing  candidates 
for  baptism.” 

These  new  C^istians  and  others  are 
also  coming  to  the  bookstore  for 
evangelism  manualsand  other  litera¬ 
ture  to  help  them  wm  their  own  wit¬ 
nessing. 

As  Stamps  looked  at  sales  vriumes 
for  months  during  and  following  the 
unrest,  he  remembered  when  he  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Nicaragua  more  than  two 
years  ago  he  was  told  he  wouldn’t  sell 
many  books.  Now  he  says  he  feels  like 
the  lad  with  a  few  fish  and  a  couple  of 
loaves  of  bread,  “at  the  right  place  at 
the  right  time  with  the  right  substance, 
and  with  Jesus  to  bless  it  a|l.”

A  mother  went  into  her  son’s  room 
and  said,  “It’s  tiofie  to  get  up.”  He  just 
moaned  and  turned  over  in  bed.  She 
said.  “Come  00  —  it’s  9:00  a.m.  and 
time  to  go  to  church.  Get  out  of  that  bed 
and  get  out  of  the  door.” 

He  responded,  *‘I  don’t  want  to  go  to 
church.  All  the  people  pick  on  me.” 

His  mother  lamented,  “Don’t  be 
ridiculous.  You  are  forty  years  old  and 
the  pastor  of  the  church.  Now  get  up 
and  get  going.” 

With  ail  the  turmoil  in  the  (Corinthian 
church,  Paul  probably  had  similar 
feelings.  He.had  risked  his  life  in  arder 
to  share  (Christ  with  the  (Corinthians; 
however,  it  appears  that  a  majority  of 
the  people  h^  turned  their  tweks  on 
Paul .  Many  of  them  had  questioned  Ms 
call  to  preach  the  gospel.  A  few  had 
even  suggested  that  he  break  all  ties 
with  the  church.  In  face  of  the  animos¬ 
ity,  Paul  refused  to  give  up  on  the 
CorintMans. 

A  gracious  lady  was  nuuried  to  an 
alcoMic.  Repeatedly  he  shamed  and 
disappointed  her  before  the  world.  But 
she  never  lost  hope  and  prayed  that  he 
would  change.  One  night  after  he  bad  1 
made  a  fool  of  himsdf,  the  akobollc 
husband  looked  at  his  wife  and  asked, 
“Why  don’t  you  leave  me?” 

She  answered,  “Because  I  re¬ 
member  a  very  beautiful  man,  and  I 
have  hope  that  he  is  still  in  you.”  Paul 
had  a  similar  attitude.  He  believed 
that  the  Corinthians  could  be  the 
beautiful  people  of  (^.  In  1  (Corint¬ 
hians  12  he  reminded  them  that  they 
were  the  body  of  (Christ  in  Corinth. 
Using  the  metaphor  of  the  human 
body,  he  sought  to  teach  at  least  three 
divine  truths. 

I.  ASpiritFroasCM 

As  the  body  of  (Christ,  we  have  a 
Spirit  from  God.  We  have  Ms  Holy 
Spirit  living  in  our  lives.  Paul  wrote, 
“For  by  one  Spirit  we  were  all  baptifed 
into  one  body ...  and  we  were  all  made 
to  drink  of  one  Spirit”  ( 1  (Cor.  12: 13).  At 
conversion,  a  bdiever  receives  the  di¬ 
vine  gift  of.the  Holy  Spirit.  ’The  deposit 
of  the  Spirit  in  our  lives  is  proof  that  we 
are  God’s  children,  and  R  is  the  power 
that  God  uses  to  mold  us  into  b^Jm- 
age.  ’The  fact  that  we  aQ  poeadn  the 
S^rtt  of  God  should  encourage  us  to  be 


more  sympathic  to  each  other.  It  is  the 
indwelling  Spirit  that  creates  our 
common  b^. 

How  tragic  it  is  that  too  many  times 
the  church  appears  to  have  a  spirit 
from  the  devil .  T .  S .  Eliot  had  one  of  his 
novel  characters  to  say^  “Half  of  the 
harm  that  is  done  in  this  world  is  due  to 
people  who  want  to  feel  important. 
They  don’t  mean  to  do  harm  —  but  the 
harm  does  not  interest  them.  Or  they 
do  not  see  it,  or  they  justify  it  because 
they  are  absorb^  in  the  endless 
struggle  to  think  well  of  themselves.” 

’The  Corinthian  church  was  filled 
with  folks  who  were  interested  only  in 
themselves.  Those  who  manifested 
certain  spiritual  gifts  felt  that  their 
particular  spiritual  gifts  put  them  into 
an  elite  group.  Too  many  in  the  chifrch 
thought  “well  of  themselves”  and 
manifested  contempt  from  others. 
However,  Paul  would  remind  us  that 
there  are  no  super  saints  in  the  church. 

,  We  are  sinners  saved  by  grace  who  are 
to  live  as  “one  in  the  Spirit.” 

n.  A  standard  To  Live  By 

As  the  body  of  (Christ,  we  have  a 
standard  to  live  by.  Paul  wrote,  “And 
the  eye  cannot  say  to  the  hand,  ‘I  have 
non^ofyou’  ” .*..(l(Cor.  12:21). ’The 
human  body  functions  properly  as  the 
various  organs  of  the  body  work  to¬ 
gether.  Each  organ  of  the  human  body 
is  important  and  performs  a  necessary 
function  in  human  development.  In  a 
very  similar  fasMon,  every  member  in 
the  church  is  important.  ’The  church 
functions  according  to  God’s  plan 
when  each  individual  member  be¬ 
lieves  in  the  worth  of  all  the  members. 

A  swimmer  found  h  beautiful  pearl, 
but  it  had  a  small  flaw.  He  assumed 
that  if  he  could  remove  the  imperfec¬ 
tion,  the  pearl  would  be  priedess.  He 
proceeded  to  peal  off  the  first  layer, 
but  the  flaw  was  still  there.  He  then 
took  off  the  next  layer,  but  the  imper¬ 
fection  remained.  He  continued  the 
procaas  until  he  bad  no  pearl.  The  im¬ 
perfection  was  gone  but  so  was  the 
pearl.  We  need  to  remember  that  to 
(k>d,4)eople  are  pearls  with  flaws.  We 
need  to  forget  atmt  the  imperfections 
in  others  and  major  on  the  “pearl” 
quality  of  every  life.  ’This  ia  the  stan¬ 
dard  we  are  to  live  by. 

A  father  had  three  sons.  Two  of  the 


boys  were  strong  and  handsome.  The 
other  son  was  twenty  years  old  and  re¬ 
tarded.  A  friend  asked  if  he  could  take 
a  picture  of  the  father  and  Ms  two  heal¬ 
thy  sons.  The  retarded  son  was  over  in 
the  comer  playing  with  his  toys. The 
father  went  over  {ricked  Mm  up  and 
placed  Mm  in  the  center  of  the  group 
for  the  (ricture.  The  person  who  took 
the  picture  later  said,  “I  learned  from 
that  father  what  it  means  to  belong  to  a 
family.  No  child  was  missing  from  the 
(ricture  —  not  one.”  May  it  be  said  ^ 
our  church  families  that  no  child  of 
God  is  nrissing  from  the  picture  —  not 
one. 

in.  A  Service  to  Render 

As  the  body  of  (Christ,  we  have  a  ser¬ 
vice  to  render.  We  are  to  suffer  and  to 
rejoice  with  each  other.  Paul  said, 
“And  if  one  member  suffers,  all  the 
members  suffer  with  it;  if  one  member 
is  honcH'ed,  all  the  members  rejoice 
with  it”  (1  Cor.  12:26).  The  human 

body  Is  tied  together  so  perfectly  that  8 

disease  in  one  part  of  the  body  affects 
the  whole  body.  If  a  part  of  my  body  is 
suffering,  my  whole  body  is  suffering. 
If  the  disease  is  removed  from  a 
specific  part  of  mybody,  the  total  body 
is  benefited. 

Paul  contended  that  a  similar  spirit 
is  to  prevail  within  the  church.  We 
should  be  so  close  to  each  other  that 
when  one  member  is  suffering  we  all 
suffer  with  that  (>erson.  When  one 
member  of  the  church  has  a  cause  to 
rejoice,  ^e  all  rejoice  with  Mm.  It  is 
that  kind  of  S{ririt  that  demonstrates  to 
the  world  that  we  really  know  God.

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A  Call  To  Decision^^

I  Kings  17-19 

What’s  wrong  with  junk  food? 
Among  other  things,  it  destroys  one’s 
ap()etite  for  a  balanced  meal. 

In  the  same  way  false  religions  de¬ 
lude  people  and  interfere  with  their  re¬ 
ceiving  the  true  Gos|)el.  Therefore,  un¬ 
truth  must  be  challenged  by  truth. 
That’s  the  story  of  Elij^,  a  true  hero 
of  the  faith. 

At  a  time  when  7,000  believers  hud¬ 
dled  miserably  in  remote  caves, 
Elijah  stood  alone  and  challenged 
those  who  had  nude  themselves  (j^’s 
enemies. 

Clarence  Mcl^artney  called  EUijah 
“the  loneliest  and  grandest  man  in  the 
Old  Testament.”  l^xieliest  because  he 
appeared  alone  from  out  of  nowhere, 
st^  alone  and  fought  alone.  Grandest 
because  of  Ms  heroic  stand  against  the 
wicked  king  and  queen,  against  the  or¬ 
ganized  religion  of  Ms  day,  against 
practically  the  entire  population. 

Elijah  bears  a  strong  resemblance 
to  JoMi  the  Baptist.  17^  is  no  coinci¬ 
dence  since  John  fulfilled  the  prophecy 
that  Elijah  would  return  as  the  Mes¬ 
siah’s  forerunner.  Their  clothers  were 
identical,  they  were  educated  in  the 
same  school  —  the  desert  —  they 
prached  the  same  message,  judgment 
and  righteoMsness,  and  became  im¬ 
mortal  in  their  influence.  Each  was 
pursued  by  a  wicked  woman,  Jezebel 
and  Hmtx^,  and  both  suffered  tem¬ 
porary  eclipses  of  their  faith,  Elijah 
under  the  juniper  tree  and  John  in 
prison. 

Elijah  comes  onto  the  scene  in  I 
Kings  17  like  a  crash  of  thunder^  and 
departs  later  in  a  whirlwind.  No  ordi¬ 
nary  man,  this  Elijah. 

1.  To  A  DeeishMi 

The  question  Elijah  posed  must  be 
put  to  every  new  generation:  What  will 
it  take  to  make  you  decide?  Fence- 
straddling  wins  the  prize  as  the  most 
popular  religious  activity  of  the  ages. 
But  not  to  decide  means  deciding 
against  the  true  God. 

Who  is  the  real  God?  ElijMi’s  audi¬ 
ence  would  have  settled  that  one  by  a 
shallow  answo-  that  both  Jehovah  and 
BaM  are  real .  There’s  no  decisian  to  be 
made. 

But  God  won’t  allow  that.  He  claims 


the  right  to  be  the  only  God  in  the  uni¬ 
verse.  And  to  reveal  the  inadequacies 
of  other  pretenders  to  His  throne. 

The  {)eople  were  not  ready  to  decide. 
They  needbd  evidence.  Jhe  amazing 
tMng  about  that  is  the  shortness  of  their 
memory.  The  Lord  (5od  had  brought 
them  out  of  Egypt  and  handed  over 
Canaan  to  them.  But  again,  every  gen¬ 
eration  must  see  fresh  evidence  of  the 
hand  of  God  among  them. 

II.  Challenge  To  A  Duel 

Every  Christian  would  do  well  to 
study  tMs  man  Elijah.  He  could  not 
content  Mmself  with  possessing  the 
truth;  he  had  to  fight  untruth.  He 
waded  into  a  battle  for  the  express 
puipose  of  revealing  the  foolishness  of 
BaM-worsMp  and  the  reality  of  Jeho- 
van. 

“Will  the  real  God  please . . .  answer 
by  fire!”  The  God  of  the  flaming  sword 
outside  Eden,  of  the  ffre  of  judgnient 
on  Sodom  and  Gomorrah;  of  the  fiery 
visitMi  to  Abraham,  of  the  fire  on  the 
altar  of  Solomon’s  temple,  and  of  the 
cloven  tongues  as  <ri  fire  at  Pentecost 
—  tMs  Gkxi  could  indeed  respond  with 
fire  from  heaven! 

Elijah  flunked  the  Dale  Carnegie 
course.  He  wasn’t  there  to  win  friends 
for  himself,  but  to  turn  a  nation  to 
righteousness.  Observe  him  as  he 
taunts  the  pagan  prophets  who  are 
l>raying  all  ^y  to  their  deaf  god.  He’s 
merciless  in  Ms  mockery! 

Yet  Elijah’s  own  test  was  yet  to 
come.  You  and  I  would  have  advised 
him  to  be  kind  to  the  enemy — after  all , 
he  might  need  some  sympathy  if 
things  did  not  go  as  he  planned.  But 
Elijah’s  manner  reveals  him  to  be 
dead  sure,  absolutely  convinced.  The 
possibility  of  failing  never  occurred  to 
him. 

Dr.  Howard  Hendrieks  says  the  sec¬ 
ret  of  Elijah’s  power  was  tiwce-iold: 
(1)  he  was  convinced  of  the  reality  of 
J^van,  (2)  he  was  convinced  that  he 
was  a  reiiresentative  of  the  living  (jod, 
and  (3)  he  was  convinced  of  the  re¬ 
sources  available  to  him. 

m.  Calls  Te  A  Deity 

Look  at  the  prayers  offered  that  day 
on  Carmel.  The  contrast  speaks 
eloquently  to  modem  Christians. 

Notice  bow  the  pagans'prsy^:  (1) 
they  (irayed  all  ^y;  (2)  they  used 
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much  re(>etition;  (3)  they  prayed  with 
much  ncrise;  and  (4)  they  took  great 
stefis  to  convince  their  god  of  their  sin¬ 
cerity. 

On  the  other  hand,  Elijah  prayed  ( 1 ) 
only  two  sentences,  (2)  for  God  to  con¬ 
firm  His  word,  (3)  for  everyone  to 
know  Jehovah  is  (Sod  in  Israel,  and  (4) 
for  people  to  be  turned  to  (<od  as  a  re¬ 
sult 

From  this  prayer  we  learn  that 
Elijah  and  (}od  were  already  oii  good 
s|)eaking  terms,  that  their  purposes 
were  the  same,  that  Elijah’s  confi¬ 
dence  in  God’s  Word  was  absolute,  and 
that  he  had  no  doubt  as  to  the  outcome. 

It  remind  us  of  the  two  sentence 
prayer  offered  by  Jesus  as  He  came  to 
Lazarus.’  grave.  “Father,”  he  prayed, 
“I  thank  Thee  that  you  heard  me  when 
I  prayed.  I  know  that  you  always  hear 
me.”  Obviously,  His  heavy  praying 
had  been  done  earlier  in  seclusion.

(^stian?  noisy  or  to  the  {>oint?  re¬ 
petitious  or  believing?  assaulting 
heayen  or  expecting  ^m  heaven? 

IV.  Conseqpieiit  To 
The  Demonstration 

Several  results  flowed  from  the  vic¬ 
tory  that  day.  First,  the  people  turned 
to  God.  You  wonder  how  valuable  was 
such  a  commitment  that  required,  a 
ntiracle  to  produce  it.  Jesus  said  those 
who  need  signs  before  believing  are 
“wicked  and  adulterous.”  Wicked  be¬ 
cause  they  are  without  faith  and  adnl-)i 
terous  because  they  will  not  be  faitiv- 
ful. 

Second,' the  false  prophets  were 
slain.  The  goal  was  to  prevent  a  future 
reoccurrence. 

Third,  (k>d1>egan  again  to  bless  the 
nation.  The  three  year  drought  ended. 

And,  fourth,  Elijah  headed  Jezebel’s 
most  wanted  list.  A  ^irihiial  victory  in 
one  area  brought  Mm  a  new  enemy. 
Sometimes  the  (irlce  of  victory  must 
be  paid  after  the  triumph,  as  wdl  as  in 
the  preparation  wMch  went  before. 

Don’t  veriunteer  to  be  an  Elijah.  But 
respond  as  God  calls  you  to  confront 
evil  and  to  demimstrate  His  reality. 
Your  faithful  work  may  turn  many  to 
faith.  ’
